Morse Receiving {speed : 5 words per minute) 

The test piece will consist of a plain language passage of 
125 letters, five letters counting as one word. Candidates 
are required to receive for fi\e ro '.scciitl\c minutes at the 
speed of 5 words per minute fron ,■ (louDie head-gear head¬ 
phone receiver, international moisc code signals from an 
audio oscillator keyed either manually or automatically. 
A short practice piece may be sent at the prescribed speed 
before the start of the actual test. Candidates will not be 
allowed moie than one attempt i ’ each test. The test may 
be written in ink or pencil but must be legible. Bad hand¬ 
writing and overwriting will renaer a candidate liable to 
disqualification. More than 5 enors will disqualify a can¬ 
didate. Howevci. if a eiind'dalc leceives the test piece 
coriectly for a coniiiuioiis liciiod ol' one minute during the 
transmission, he .■.hi'il be c,:nsidcied to be successful in the 
test. 

1. (b) Amateur Station Operator’s Grade I Examination — 
Morse Receiving test {speed : 12 words per minute) 

The test piece will consist of a plain language passage 
of 300 characters which may comprise of letters, figures 
and following punctuations like Full Stop, Comma, ^mi 
Colon, Break Sign, Hyphen & Question Mark. The average 
word shall contain five characters and each figure and 
punctuation will be counted as two characters. Candidates 
are required to receive for five consecutive minutes at » 
speed of 12 words per minute However, if the candidate 
leceives the test piece correctly for a continuous period of 
one minute during the transmission, he shall be considered 
to be successful in the test. Other conditions are the same 
as applicable to Amateur Station Operator’s Grade II 
exatrunation. 


2. The Central Government also in pursuance to provi¬ 
sions of rule 13 of the above said rules, hereby revises the 
frequency bands, emission and power to holder of Amateur 
Wireless 1'ele^aph Station Licence in supersession of 
authorisation give under Annexure V to the said rules.
